warmth, but bot approaching ro closely as 
to be consumed by ite overpowering beams. 

And when he assumed his seat as first 
President, in conformity with the same pre- 
dominating trait of character, he called both 
Jefferson—the able upholder of the great

EDUCATION, 

We see it stated that the Board of Con- 
trol of the Public Schools of this city, have 
prepared a Bill which they design submit- 
ting to the Legislatare for ite sanction, the 
object of which is to compel parents to send 
their children, between the ages of 8 and 
16 years, to school for at least six months of 
the year. 

One of these days we bope to be able to 
treat this subject of Education at greater 
length, but at present we only have leisure 
to say that we think very many boys 
and girls in the lange cities waste a great 
deal of precious time at echool, which would 
be much better employed in learning some 
trade or other means of getting a living. 

The extent of book education should vary 
with the capacity of the boy or girl receiv 
ing it. It is often a gross absurdity to give 
all the children of evem one large family the 
same amount of book culture. Just as 
ridiculous as to try to put the same fine 
polish on al! kinds ef wood. 

Even in the case of those who are able to 
profit by book learning, after they bave by 
acquiring the rudiments of education learn- 
ed to handle the tools, they will generally be 
able to teach themselves. All the best 
taught men in the world are to a great ex- 
tent relf- taught. 

As to boys and girls of only ordinary 
ability, and who will bave to earn their own 
living, we think enongh time bas been given 


of Geography and History. Then the boys 
should be taught trades, and the gi:ls cook- 
ing and housckeepiag, and some trade if 
possible in addition, 

Tu the country, thege le probably no better 
plan for the average bey end girl, than to 
give the winter monthe to schooling, and 
the rest of the year to Whe many labors of 
the farm, house and Galry. If some trade 
however also can be learned, all the better.
